A man on moderate salary steps into a saloon,
Invites hall-a-dozen friends to drink, pays half
a dollar or more, and walks out, Throe or four
times & day he repeats this, and always drinks
when asked. It I8 social. Men mean nothing
by it. But during the week hull » man's salary
is poured down his throat, destroying his
stomach, weakening his nerves, over-exciting
his brain, robbing himself and family of money
needed for other purposes. But it Is soclal!
Drink in the morning—at noon—at night—and
then a few times between drinks. Then brain
whirla—the hand becomes unsteady—the pocket
grows empty—the home ones suffer—the eye
1ooks red and tremulous, as If ashamed—ambl-
tion iz drowned or polsoned. Protty soon the
poor fellow s unfit for business. He makes mis-
takes. He Is slek, noable to work. Mo Is not
the man to be relied on, Ile leaves lis place,
and in time finds o poorer one. Then he feels
bue—drinks still nore—his family sufers—he
leaves his place again, and at lost he dles a
wretch.  Bat it is socinl !

We believe a man has a right to kill himself
suddenly or by alow poison. It may be noae of
our business in the abetract, yet we are sorey to
gee men fooling themselves away, dying like
weeds in a gutter, when thoy might be men, ap-
right, healthy, loved, and useful; of benefit to
themselves and and others. And this is why we
wrlte against Intemperance. Health s too pre-
cious to be wasted. Manhood is too noble to be
turown into the gutter. Life Is too sweet to be
drugged with polsons now compounded and sold
us liquore, To drink pol:ton may be gocial, but
it costs too much for us or for any man of sense
who loves liimeelf or others. Who of our readers
dare think of this matter, and act as thelr beiter
judgment shall dietate?

—The Boston Methodist Theological School
opens the vear with 24 puplls. New bulldings
will soon be erected.

—Thus far the Methodist ministerial vote has
been 2042 in favor of to 606 against lay delega-
tion. This glves the requisite three-fourths,
with 151 votes to spare.

—Over 60 persons joined the Mothodist church
at Chicopee during the two weeks of labor of
Mrs. Van Cott, of New York, BSix of them were
Catholles.

—The effort made in England to absorb the
Welsh Calvinistic Methodists into the Presby-
terian body has found an echo in u memorial to
the next General Assembly, voted by the Synod
of 8t. Paul, asking that similar steps be taken.

~There were no less than five Methodist Pro-
testant churches dedieated on Sunday weelk.
Four in Maryland, viz.: —East Harford, Calvert,
Bladensbure, Freedom, Carroll county; and one
in Woodstock Cirenit, Virginia. Others are in
process of erection, and will be completed be-
tore the close of the Conferonce year.

~The African Methodists have a veteran,
Charles . Peters, living at Lancaster, Ohio,
pow in his cighty-eighth ycar, who has been
preaching sixty-nine years.. While in Cinein-
natl, at the nre of fifty-seven, he went to school
for six months; and his teacher thought that,
considering his age, he made good progress.  In
liis nutoblography he says:—"1 am not able to
do anything, and all I got u year is 25 from our
annunl conference; and [ am sure the conference
does the best it can,"

—The Christian Recorder (African Methodist)
calls attention to the fact that w Protestant
<hureh is soon to be established in Havana, now
that religious toleration has been decrced, and
urges that missionaries be sent by its denomina-
tion to Cuba, “Bishop 8horter has in his dis-

—The Trua[;:l:or of the Bangor Theological
Seminary ncknowledges the receipt of five thou-
sand dollars last week, from a gentleman ol
Brooklyn, N. Y., in aid of that institution, .

—The Rockport (Ohio) Church, the Rov. O.
W. White, has withdrawn from the Presbytery,
and jolned the Cleveland Conference. Mr.
White also supplies the church at Olmstead
Falls.

—The Welsh Congregational churches of New

York State, twenty-live in number, united with
the Gepersl- Associntion of New York at a late
meeting, snd were represented by two dele-
gates.
“ —The Buptist cause appears to be prospering
in Richmond, Va. The ity has six white Bap-
tist churches, with a membership of 2701: soven
colored chiurches, with 8234 mewbers. Total in
the thirteen Baptist churches, 10,005, in u popu-
lation of sbout 50,000,

—The Baptist Theological Seminary, situated
in Upland, on the rallroad leading from
Philadelphin to Baltimore, near Chester. hos
now entered upon its second year with very Hal-
tering prospects. The endowment given by the
Crozet Tum\ly is ample. The buildiug is large,
and the rooms are well furnished. Twenty-live
thousand dollars have been given [of a lbrary.
The faculty is strong. There are now present
thirty-four students.

—%hu exeitement among the Baptists of Eog-
land on the question of sending out celibate
missionaries to India called forth a vote at the

Semivary,
wentucky, Intely resignod under the stress of o
committee of the Old School Presbyterinn Gene-
ral Assembly, proposes to withdraw from the
Presbyterian Church. His proposition to that
effcet in the meeting of the Kentucky S8ynod
found few or no supporters, Nine-tenths of the
Presbyterians of Kentucky are sald to indorse
the action of the General Assembly in remo-
delling the seminary.

—Henry Alcorp, of Beaver Dam, Pennsylva-
nin, was removed from his ollice as ruling elder
of an Old Bchool Presbyterian Church there.
The matter was appealed to Presbytery, and
thence to Synod, which, as reported in the
Presyterian Banner, decided “that the session
be directed tosubmit to the congregation the
question of the restoration of Mr. Alcorn to his
official funetions in the Churoh,” The italics
are ours, Dr. Junkin appeals to General As-
sembly, nud the quarrel draws its slow length
along.

—The Rev. Dr. Henry A. Boardman, of the
Tenth Church, Philadelphia, has returned from
Minnesotn, and preached last Sabbath to the
cougregation to which he has ministered for
many years. Dr. Boardman [nr(s'm:i{-rs to resume
his pastoral work; and we are giad to state that
hig healtn is much bettor than it hos been at any
time gince the commencement of his iate illness,
We hope that he may have many years of health
given to him, and be able to continue the
ministry in which he has been so siznally
honored of God In the bullding up of the Churchi,
and the guiding of souls to the SBaviour of the

CONGREGATIONAL.

—The 145 Congregational churches of Michi-
oan report an expenditure for home work and
benevolent contributions of an average of #2640
for each member, being one-third more than was
reported last year.

—The autumnal meeting of the Fnglish Con-
eregutional Unlon took place in m.'l“\-aru:mu--
ton, beginning October 20, Rev. R. W. Dale
presided, and delivered the annunl address on
the indwelling of the Holy GGhost in the Church
and ministry. The meeting then divided into
sections, in order to allow time for thy consider-
ation of various subjects,

—The New York aund Brooklyn Conferonce of
Congregational Churches, at its mocting lust
wucb. passed a resoiution expressing ifs satis-
faction “In the resolve of the American Mission-
ary Association to enter upon the work of evan-
gelizing our Uhinese lmmigrants wherever they
are in lack of religions Instruction,” amd
pledging the Assoclation its cordial sympathy
and support in this work,
